ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WATER COMMIS- 
SIONERS 


Herewith is presented the seventh annual report of 
the Water Commissioners for the year 1936. 


Maintenance and Operation 


Maintenance and operation has consisted of routine 
flushing of dead ends, weekly inspection of standpipes 
and quarterly reading of meters. There have been 
frequent meetings of the Commissioners throughout 
the year for the carrying on of departmental affairs 
and conferences with the Superintendent. A petition 
signed by a number of citizens: for a reduction of 
water rates, was received. The Board would call at- 
tention of the citizens to Section 11, Chapter 133, of 
the Acts of 19830—‘‘The income of the water works 
shall be appropriated to defray all operating ex- 
penses, interest charges and payments on the prin- 
cipal as they accrue upon any bonds or notes issued 
for water supply purposes. If there should be a net 
surplus remaining after providing for the aforesaid 
charges, it may be appropriated for such new con- 
struction as said commissioners may recommend, and 
in case a surplus should remain after payment for 
such new construction the water rates shall be re- 
duced proportionately.”

Pipe Lines 

The curb cock at the Federated Church was re- 

paired. The 2” main pipe on White Bagley Road 

froze. during the month of January and was thawed 
by use of an electric thawer. 


Two gate valves, one near the Clear Hill tank and 
one on Flagg Road, had to be repaired. 


The services on the Turnpike Road have been meas- 
ured and entered on the chart for the system. 


The curb cock boxes on the Turnpike had to be 
raised for the new sidewalk which the state installed. 


Hydrants 


The hydrants, as in the past, have been flushed 
about once each month. They were also painted this 
year, 


The hydrant at Oak Hill Road and Turnpike Road 
was struck by an automobile in September and the 
necessary repairs were paid by the insurance com- ~ 
pany. 
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Truck 
An operating cost sheet has been kept of the truck. 


During the year it was found necessary to install a 
new motor. 


Pumping Station 


The chlorine room and boiler room has been painted 
during the year. 


The power line has been changed so that the meters 
are on the inside wall of the pumping station. In this 
way the Water Department does not take the trans- 
former loss as in the past. 


The log at the station has been kept during the year 
as in the past, showing the amount of water pumped, 
the pressure, the amount of chlorine used and the sup- 
plies received. 


Standpipes 


The Fayville tank was drained and cleaned during 
the summer and a 2” blowoff installed so that the tank 
can be drained without shutting off a large number. 
of water users. 


The tank in Southville has been painted with two 
coats of red lead on the inside and two coats of alum- 
inum on the outside. 


The shop was entered during the summer and tools 
amounting to $99.33 were taken and replaced by in- 
surance. 
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The Water Department, as in the past, has taken 
‘labor from the Welfare Department, or labor recom- 
mended by the Welfare Board. This practice of tak- 
ing this labor has supplied work to men who would 
otherwise be unemployed part of the time. The Water 
Department has supplied about 1200 hours’ labor. 


During the year the Commissioners obtained a sub- 
stantial reduction in the rate for power from the Marl- 


boro Electric Company.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECT- 
MEN ~ 


The Board of Selectmen have, during the year, held 
twenty-four regular meetings on the first and third 
Fridays of each month. In addition, nine special meet- 
ings were held together with many conferences by 
telephone and otherwise in conduct of the routine and 
special affairs of business of the Town. At a Special 
Town Meeting, held June 15, 1936, the Selectmen 
were authorized to purchase for the Town, a new 
truck for the Highway Department. Bids were asked 
for and submitted and after many conferences, it was 
finally decided to purchase an “Auto-Car” four wheel 
drive truck. At that same meeting the Town adopt- 
ed the Revised By-Laws as submitted by a Special com- 
mittee previously appointed for that purpose. These 
By-Laws have received the approval of the Attorney 
General as required by statute and are now in force. 


Law 


Because of the many questions of law that confront- 
ed the Selectmen at the beginning of the year, it was 
agreed by them that the employment of a. Town Coun- 
sel would prevent mistakes being made in matters per- 
taining to contracts, issuance of writs, licenses and 
other questions in regard to legal affairs which: fre- 
auently arise during the transaction of Town business. 
On May 15, 1936, the Selectmen appointed Judge Ed- 
ward T. Simoneau of Marlboro to act in that capacity. 
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The Board feels that the Town, is particularly for- 
tunate in securing the services of so eminent a jurist 
and one recognized as an authority on Municipal Law; 
to act as the Town Counsel for Southborough. 


Highway 


The Selectmen are of the opinion that the highways | 
of our Town are second to none in the State. There 
are approximately forty-six miles of highway in the 
Town, forty-two of which are hard surface highways. 
There remain only four miles of dirt road in the town. 
Within two years it is proposed to eliminate these so 
that in 1939 all the highways of the Town will be en- 
tirely of hard surface. 


At the time of the first appointment of the Superin- 
tendent, in 1926, there were practically no hard sur- 
face roads in Town. His has been a loyal! and faith- 
ful service and the Selectmen take this opportunity to 
express to him the appreciation of people of the Town 
for his excellent administration of the Highway De- 
partment during the past eleven years. 


New Construction 


Of Chapter 90 work, approximately one-half mile 
of construction was completed on Oak Hill Road in 
a northerly direction from the Ashland Town line. 
This construction cost $5,250.00 of which $2,250.00 
was paid by the Commonwealth; $2,000.00 by the 
County; and $1,000.00 by the Town. A similar exten- 
sior to this construction is contemplated for the year 
1937, an appropriation of $1,000.00 being asked for 
by an article in the warrant to be added to funds 
donated by the County and State. 
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Of Chapter 81, the sum of $6,900.00 has been al- 
located to the Town for the coming year by the State 
Highway Department, subject to approval by the State 
Legislature. This is an amount similar to last year 
and must be met by an equal appropriation from the 
Town. 


Street Lights 


During the years 1934 and 1935, over one hundred 
street lights were ordered removed by a vote of the 
Town, resulting in a saving of over $1,500.00 annually. 


In the process of elimination it was found that some 
of the lights removed would have to be replaced be- 
cause of elements of danger, particularly to pedestri- , 
ans, which at first had not been-apparent. So far as 
it is known, the congested residential sections of the 
several villages of the Town are now adequately light- 
ed. 


The number of lights now contracted for with the 
Marlboro Electric Company is as follows:

W.P.A. 


Work on projects credited to W.P.A. have been com- 
pleted as follows: Straightening, widening, removing 
ledge, boulders, and filling in with gravel on Edge- 
wood Road, Gilman Road, Richards Road and North- 
boro Road. On the Farm to Market Roads, sponsored 
by Federal appropriation, there are incomplete proj- 
ects on Chestnut Hill Road and Mill Street. 


New Projects 
A new project for work in and about Rural Ceme- 


tery has been accepted by the Government, but was 
held up for a considerable length of time, because 
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funds were not forthcoming from the Federal Govern- 
ment at Washington. The project is now under way 
and will, in all probability, be completed before the 
time at which town meeting is held. Another project 
already submitted is for the elimination of the High- 
way Bridge on Cordaville Road, over the land former- 
ly occupied by the Boston and Worcester Street Rail- 
way. 


From observation and information received from 
Federal Government sources there is continual intima- 
tion that all Federal grants for relief will gradually 
be withdrawn and that the further responsibility for 
such projects must be that of the local community. 


Public Safety 


Highway accidents are as acute in Southborough as 
elsewhere in the State. The Chairman of the Select- 
men, in tabulating the motor accidents that have oc- 
curred in Southborough since 1930, notates that there 
have been 193 reported accidents, in which 4 persons 
were killed and 265 injured. There is no way of de- 
termining the property damage involved in these acci- 
dents. The most dangerous areas are at Fayville, the 
cut off at Lamb Hill, Stone’s Corner, and at the junc- 
tion of Marlboro Road and Main Street. <A survey of 
the causes of the accidents herein given indicates that 
excessive speed is undoubtedly responsible for the 
motor accidents which occur at these places. It is 
hoped that with this information our citizens will bear 
in mind these dangerous areas and act accordingly 
when travelling in their vicinity. 


The Town was publicised in November by the rob- 
bery committed on the estate of Mr. William J. Ken- 
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nedy, on Lovers Lane. The State Police taking imme- 
diate control of the situation asked for the cooperation 
and assistance of the Town Police Officer, who devoted 
several days with Special Officer Edward J. McCarthy 
of the State Police, in charge of the case. It is gratify- 
ing to the citizens of this Town to know that a satis- 
factory termination of this crime is in sight. 


The Fire Department, too, demonstrated its efficien- 
cy at the time of the destruction of St. Anne’s Catholic 
Church. Our Fire Chief, appreciating the danger to 
surrounding property, summoned aid from Marlboro 
and Framingham, thus preventing a greater loss to 
surrounding property. The Selectmen made proper 
acknowledgment in a letter of appreciation and thanks 
to both the Fire Chiefs of the Marlboro and Framing- 
ham Departments for their prompt and efficient as- 
sistance. 


Soldiers’ Relief 


During the past. year there has been a marked in- 
crease in the demands upon the Selectmen for Soldiers’ 
Relief. For information it might be stated that the 
Selectmen are compelled by statute to afford relief to 
any veteran or his family if in need and to aid them in 
their distress. In case there is any disagreement re- 
garding the amount to be dispensed to the recipient, 
he may appeal to the State Commissioner of State Aid 
and Pensions, who is the final arbiter in the matter. 
There was spent this year for that purpose, the sum of 
$1,603.00. Next year the Board is compelled to ask 
for $1,700.00 to meet contingent cases now under its 
care, 
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Advisory Committee 


This report would not be complete without some 
comment in regard to the activities of the Advisory 
Committee. Criticism or at least scant praise, is usu- 
ally the lot afforded to any Town Finance Board. The 
Selectmen of Southborough, however, take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the Advisory Committee for the many 
hours which they have devoted to the study of the 
financial problems and the economic welfare of the 
Town. It was only by the efforts of this committee, 
their advice and suggestions to the heads of the Town 
Departments, coupled with their cooperation, that the 
tax rate has been kept within reasonable limits.

ASSESSORS’ REPORT FOR 1936 


Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 


We herewith submit a recapitulation of figures in 
connecticn with our work for the year 1936. 


We have to the best of our ability carried out the 
duties of the office. Many reports have been fur- 
nished the State and County departments, which have 
met with their approval. Owing to the many changes 
of dates in lists required by the Town Clerk, we have 
in several instances been somewhat late. Your atten- 
tion is called to our change in Men’s and Women’s 
lists, for many years these have been printed in large 
numbers at a cost of Ninety dollars ($90.00). This 
year they were typed at a cost of Five dollars ($5.00). 
While our attempt may have not been quite satisfac- 
tory, we feel sure that for the coming year, they will 
meet with the approval of all concerned with much 
saving to the town. 


Our work has been inspected by the supervisor, from 
Mr. Long’s office, who has checked our figures and all 
papers relating to the work. 


The so-called Machinery Tax law, which became 
effective January 1, 1936, effects us only insofar as 
the Deerfoot Farm Company is concerned. Their tax 
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‘to the town on Machinery has been abated and the 
Treasurer will receive a check from the state for re- 
imbursement. 


- To determine the fair cash value of property during 
the last few years, has been a problem for all asses- 

_ sors. However, with all the facts which had a ten- 
dency to lower values we cannot discount the effect 
Town water and good roads have had to keep the 
value of this town where it should be. 


One thing which we are much concerned about and 
which all tax payers should take into consideration, 
when making appropriations, is the great increase dur- 
ing the last few years of abatements and exemptions. 
This is due partly to the depression and in part to new 
laws under which the tax payer is exempt. 


So that each person will have a better understand- 
ing, the following are the most important clauses un- 
der which they are granted. 


Chapter 59, Section 5, Clause 17, (in part): 

Seventeenth, Property, to the amount of two thou- 
sand dollars, of widow, of a person above the age of 
seventy-five or of any minor whose father is deceased, 
who are legal residents of the commonwealth, wheth- 
er such property be owned by such persons separately, 
or jointly, or as tenants in common; provided, that 
the whole estate, real and personal, of such person 
does not exceed in value the sum of two thousand dol- 
lars. 


Chapter 59, Section 5, Clause 18: 
Eighteenth, The polls and any portion of the estates 
of persons who by reason of age, infirmity and pov- 
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erty are in the judgment of the assessors unable to 
contribute fully toward the public charges. 

All applications presented to us, have been acted 
upon in good faith, and our decisions have been to the 
best of our ability. 

Approximately property to the value of $70,000 has 
been acted upon under the preceding clauses.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1936. 


Owing to the flood, last March, the Highway De- 
partment has put in 100 ft. 12-in. reinforced concrete 
pipe, 144 ft. 12-in. metal corrugated coated pipe, 30 
ft. 18-in. metal corrugated coated pipe, 66 ft. 30-in. 
metal corrugated coated pipe. 


It has also put out 9,931 yds. gravel, 1,220 yds. sand 
and about 56,000 gals. 65% oil, 1,200 gals. 85% oil, 
$,000 gals, tar, cut brush, grass and general cleaning 
of streets. 


On Oak Hill Road, under Chapter 90, the Highway 
Department built 2,100 ft. of gravel base with a mix- 
in-place-top, the first of its kind to be built in this 
town. I would like to recommend that this kind of 
road be continued to Boston Road. 


Work done with W.P.A. labor: 
Gilmore Road, 1,000 ft. widened and gravelled. 
Richards Road, 2,500 ft. widened and gravelled. 


Northboro Road, 4 bad curves widened and gravy- 
elled.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen :— 


We submit the following report for the Board of 
Public Welfare for 1936. 


The Town appropriated for the three departments 
under the jurisdiction of this Board, the sum of $12,- 
000.00. There has been spent for the three depart- 
ments $11,773.05, leaving a balance of $226.95 to re- 
turn to the Treasury. There has also been returned 
to the Treasury the full amount of the State’s share 
o! Old Age Assistance, $1,240.24, and Mothers’ Aid 
Compensation of $232.67. In addition to this there is 
in the Treasury, as of January 1st, the.sums received 
by this Town through our Board of $1,654.27 from. the 
United States Government, for Old Age Compensation, 
under the new Social Security Act. 


With the exception of a few cases pending settle- 
‘ment decisions all monies due the Town from this de- 
partment have been paid. 


There has been about a 3314 % increase in demand 
for Old Age Assistance, due to the Government’s low- 
ering of the age limit. We anticipate a constantly in- 
creasing demand. Were it not for the Government’s 
compensation our appropriation would have to be 

‘largely increased. 
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The number of cases helped this year .on Welfare 
have been about the same and we do not anticipate any 
decrease in numbers. 


Two of our Old Age pensioners have died this year 
-- and three have ceased to have their settlement here, 
the five years absence having expired. 


In addition» to our regular work, the Board, this 
year, has had charge of examination and certification 
of men for the W.P.A. Projects. 


We have taken, in all, 67 applications. Of: these, 
48 have been certified, and of the total, 37 have been 
assigned work. The balance have either not been 
eligible for certification, according to the rulings of 
the W.P.A., or no work has been available of the type 
_they could do. 


We do not look forward to any lessening in demand 
for help from this Board, in 1937, in any of the three 
departments.

In reply to your request for any amounts due the 
Town through this Board for the year 1936, up to Jan- 
uary Ist, 1937, we submit the following: 


All Old Age Payments from the State have been paid 
in full. 


All Payments under the new Social Security Act in 
Gld Age reimbursement have been paid in full to No- 
vember Ist. For the months of November and Decem- 
ber there is due $564.50 plus a small amount for Ad- 
ninistration—possibly $9.00 or $10.00. 


All Mothers’ Aid reimbursements have been made 
from the State, except a possible $50.00, due us from 
the Government on the Social Security Act. 


There are four cases-of Welfare, on which there is 
a question of settlement between the State various 
Towns and our own Town, in the amounts of $165.14, 
$97.74 and $24.75. These will probably only be al- 
lowed to a proportionate amount. We are unable to 
give definite data at the moment. There is also a case 
ef $360.45, which will undoubtedly be paid when the 
bill is rendered. Unfortunately, the State fiscal year is 
only from October to October. So that some of these 
amounts, while due our Town, are not really payable 


*# 
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by the State until next October. There are two ac- 
counts due us amounting to $182.12, which were ap- 
proved by the State on January 3rd, which will be 
paid immediately. 


From other Towns, the following sums are due us:

The stage should be enlarged and remodelled. 
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Your Committee recommends that the Selectmen 
provide a W.P.A. Project, if at all possible, in connec- 
tion with the last two recommendations.

The work of the Department this year returned to 
normal. ,No Federal assistance was given. Planting. 
trimming and spraying were carried on. The condi- 


tion of the shade trees, as-a whole, is good. Insect | 


ests seem to be increasing. 


A campaign against forest tent carterpillars was 
carried on by the Boy and Girl Scout Troops. Encour- 
aged by prizes offered by the American Legion Post 
and by a private individual, nearly 10,000 nests were 
turned in to the Tree Warden. Boy Scout Troop 3, 
Fayville, the winner, was credited with 5,362 nests. 
The Girl Scout Troop, 2nd, with 3,225 nests. Indiv- 
idual winners also came from Troop 8. 


I wish to call to your attention the bad condition of 
the building in which this Department is housed. 
Panes of glass are out and many are loose. There are 
at least seven leaks in the roof. 
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The large spraying machine is urgently in need of 
repairs. The tank and fittings are in such bad shape 
that it is estimated that at least 10% of the arsenate 
ot lead solution leaked owt: “This machine is one-half 
owned by the Town and a half by the Commonwealth. 
With but one overhauling, it has been in use for 23 
years. .

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


Herewith is presented the Annual Report of the 
School Committee for the year 1936, together with 
those of the Superintendent of Schools, the Principal 
of the Peters High School, Supervisors of Music and 
Drawing and the School Nurse. 


Instruction 


The Committee feels the year was a successful one 
and again takes this opportunity to thank the Super- 
_intendent, Principals and teachers on their effort and 
co-operation. The result of their work is evidenced 
by the fact that so many of the graduates of P.H5., 
who are taking advanced education, are carrying on 
successfully. 


Our school continues in Grade A awarded. by the 
State Department of Education. 


Teachers 
One change was made in the teaching staff during 
the year. Miss Barbara E. Goward was elected to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Florence 
Strickland, who gave up her position to be married. 


Health 


The health program was continued along the same 
lines as other years; an account of the Medical and

Dental examination is given in detail in the report of 
the School Nurse. 


Dr. Hugh Folsom has consented to be School Physi- 
cian and it is most gratifying, to your Committee, to 
note the interest he is taking in the work, also the 
thoroughness he has shown in the examinations. 


We have asked the Advisory Board to recommend 
a small amount of money so that we might have a 
Dental Clinic, in conjunction with the County. 


Repairs 


Painting and varnishing the interiors of the differ- 
ent buildings was done during the summer by the jan- 
itors. 


Furnaces repaired and new smoke-pipe installed on 
the boiler in the new building. 


Ventilator repaired and shingled on the Peters High 
School. 


New Equipment 


The last few years the platform at the Town Hall 
has proved too small to accommodate the pupils tak- 
ing part in the graduating exercises. We have bor- 
rowed lumber from one of the Town Organizations, 
paid cartage, carpenters for putting on an extension, 

taking it down, etc., etc., running into quite a little 
money each time and then had nothing as a permanent 
remedy to our problem. 


This year, for a very reasonable amount, we had an 
extension platform made in movable sections; these 
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we. store in the basement of the new building when 
not in use. We now feel this question is settled for 
the future. 


Transportation 

This.item in budget, for 1937, has been reduced 
some $640.00. In making this reduction we have 
brought the cost of transportation to around 31 cents 
per mile, which seems to be about the average for the 
surrounding towns, and in fact for the State. The dif- 
ferent routes call for some 95 miles of travel daily so 
this item must of necessity represent a large expendi- 
ture. 


Future Improvements 
In our reports, for several years back, we have men- 
tioned the condition of the old furnaces at Peters High 
School! We have been able, however, by having them 
carefully overhauled and repaired in the Fall and 
looked over at intervals during the cold weather, to 
get by without too much trouble from gas. 


This year proved an exception; they have not re- 
sponded to our treatment and have caused a lot of 
trouble—on two occasions the smoke and gas being.so 
bad that schoo] had to be dismissed. 


The.Committee feels it has done all in its power. to 
make the old equipment serviceable, but to no avail, 
so. has put an article in the Town warrant asking for 
a,new heating system.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens 
of ‘Southborough, 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my report of the 
schools of Southborough, which is the eleventh in my 
series of annual reports. 


Repairs 


The usual interior painting has been done at the 
four buildings in use by the school department. Fur- 
ther repairs have been made on the furnaces at Peters 
High School and on the returns of the steam boiler at 
South Union School. 


The condition of the steel ceiling and walls at Pe- 
ters High School building is poor. In the hallways 
rust has begun to appear.and the surfaces in the class- 
rooms are rather soiled. It is recommended that the 
Committee consider the advisability of painting all or 
part of the interior of the building. The exterior of 
the South Union building also is in need of-paint. Re- 
pairs to the steps and driveway of this building are 
needed. It might be advisable also to resurface a part 
of the driveway at Peters High School. 
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The figures in Table 1 below -show achievement in 
the Metropolitan Achievement Test for grades 2 to 8. 
Results are combined in one set of -figures for each 
grade for all schools. The subjects included in grades 
four to eight are reading, -arithmetic, “English, liter- 
ature, history, geography, and spelling. For grades 
two and three the subjects included are reading, arith- 

. metic, and spelling. The general average is also giv- 
en. In the first column are given the‘average chronol- 
ogical age for each grade and in the following columns 
the achievement age for each of the subjects men- 
tioned above. If the achievement age is.greater than 
the chronological age the grade is aécelerated in 
achievement, and if less, the grade is retarded. If 
the two are equal the grade is normal in achievement. 


The figures in Table 2 show the achievement of the 
Senior class of the High School in English, Mathe- 
matics, Science, and the Social Sciences. ‘General av- 
erages are also given. The test used was the Iowa 
High School Contest Examination. Scores reached by 
the Southborough group are given-and also scores by 
the different high schools in lowa:averaged together. 


The Table 2 should be read, for example, in English 
the average score for the Senior Class‘at Peters High 
was 49 and for Iowa High schools 51. Other scores 
may be read in a similar manner.

The objectives for the year are: 


1. To give the lower grades worthy songs, song . 
games and dances, and to introduce to them mu- 
sical notations. 


2. To carry on, in the intermediate grades, the reg- 
ular work done in reading, part singing, and in 
theory of music insofar as it will enrich the child’s 
life in the class room and in his outside life. 


8. To add to the enjoyment of music through ac- 
quaintance with well-known folk songs and with 
world famous compositions of great composers. 


4. ‘To introduce a’ ‘Music memory contest.” The 
children from the fourth grade through the 
eighth learn to recognize famous melodies and 
compositions and tell the origin or composer in 
preparation for a contest in the Spring. 
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5. To form a high school orchestra and hold weekly 
rehearsals. This group has already played pub- 
licly and expects to do so again. 


6. To make it possible, later in the year, for the pub- 
lic to know something of the work done in music 
in the schools by a public demonstration. 


In addition to this regular work, the first three 
grades presented at Christmas time an operetta en- 
titled “A Visit to Santa Claus Land.” This perform- 
ance represented a great deal of patient work by the 
teachers, Miss Brady and Miss Hayes, and the little 
people who took part. 


The fifth grade, under the direction of Miss Flor- 
-ence Finn, presented an operetta, also, entitled ‘““When 
.Toys Come to Life.” These teachers may be very 
proud of the unusual] success of their work, and I wish 
te thank them again, here, publicly. 


May I also thank Mr. Blount, the School Committee 
members, and all my teachers for their kind coépera- 
tion and helpfulness to me as your new Music Super- 
visor.

Although few children intend to become artists, in 
the sense many give the term, each child can derive 
some benefit from the course, thereby enriching his 
own life with a keener appreciation of artistic values. 


We try to foster in the teaching of color, design and 
composition.

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as the practical value of things purchased, and be able 
to distinguish. between the. good and, the mediocre. 
This applies in the home as well as in business.

you are hereby directed to notify the inhabitants of 

the town: of Southborough qualified to vote in elec- 

tions, to meet in the Town House in said Southbor- 

ough on 2 
Monday Evening, March 8, 1937, 

at seven o’clock, then and there to take action on the 

following Articles: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. : 


Article 2. To hear the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and do or act thereon. 


Article 38. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the town’s use and make appropriation 
of same. 


Article 4. To see if the town will authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue of the financial year beginning January 
1, 1987, and to issue a note or notes therefor payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as 
may be given for a period of less than one year in ac- 
cordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws, as amended, and pass any vote or take any ac- 
tion in relation thereto.

Article 5. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to any unexpended balances made for special 
purposes, and of any other funds in the hands of the 
Town Treasurer.

REPORT | 


OF THE . 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


OF 
Southborough, Massachusetts 


For the Year 1936 


To the Citizens of Southborough: 


_ 1. In 1935, the amount which was set aside in the 
Reserve Fund was increased from the usual amount 
($2,500.00), to $4,000.00—this, as was explained .at 
the Town Meeting, because of the new law, to the 
effect-that all appropriations must be made at the 
Town Meeting and that thereafter and until 1936, it 
would be impossible: (except through transfers from 
the Fund), to secure additional sums of money, should 
such be needed. As a matter of fact, however, the 
need did not arise; as the total amount transferred 
from the Fund, was $1,394.39—practically $1,000.00 
less than in 19384—leaving a balance of slightly more 
than $2,600.00. This, in the opinion of the Advisory 
Committee, is a very satisfactory showing and reflects 
credit upon the heads of the Departments of the Town, 
who, for the most part, expended less than the amounts 


which were appropriated at the mB GHne in March, 


1935. 


2. For those to whom it may not be clear, the Ad- 
visory Committee submits the following tabulation, to 
¢how for 1985, (1) the amounts which were expended 
by certain Departments; (2) income which would be 
credited to those Departments, were it legal, but in- 
stead has been piaced in the general treasury; (3) the 
net cost to the Town:

While the above is by no means an all-inclusive list, 
nevertheless it takes in those Departments for which, 
as a rule, there are comparatively large appropria- 
tions and it shows clearly, the difference between the 
gross and what is really the net cost to the Town.

3. It is the understanding of the Advisory Commit- 
tee, that in connection with any matter pertaining to 


‘the Department over which he has jurisdiction, the 


head of that Department is at liberty to engage coun- 
sel. It is the reaction of the Committee, however, that 
it would be for the best interests of the Town, if there 
were adopted a by-law, to the effect that no one in 
his capacity as head. of, or connected with a Depart- 
ment of the Town, should hire the services of an at- 
torney, before conferring with the Selectmen and re- 
ceiving their consent thereto. Accordingly, when and 
if there be submitted a by-law to that effect, it is the 
recommendation of the Advisory Committee that it 


receive tavorable consideraion. 


4. By request of the Town Accountant, the Advis- 
cry Committee calls to the attention of the Depart- 
ments, the requirement ‘under Sections 53 to 60, of 
Chapter 127, General Laws of the State—a require- 
ment to the effect that the purchase by-a Department 
of the Town, of such articles as brooms, brushes, fur- 
niture, clothing, boots, shoes, ash-cans and other met- 
alware, must be from the Department of Correction. 
if, however, such articles are not available there, then 


, a certificate from the Commissioner must be secured, 


permitting the purchase of the articles elsewhere. 
Also by request of the Town Accountant, the Commit- 
tee gives dgain its recommendation of a year ago, Viz., 
that every Department which renders bills to the 
State, as well as to cities and towns, send a copy there- 
of to the Accountant, at the time of rendering the bill, 
so that he may be fully informed. ; 


5. A study of the tabulation under Article 3, giving 
the amounts which were appropriated in 1935 and, 
those which are requested and recommended for 1936, 
will show the following: (1) barring such items as 
Election and Registration (Item 7), Mothers’ Aid 
(Item 28), Old Age Assistance (Item 29), and Sol- 
diers’ Relief (Item 30), in connection with which there 
are increases which are unavoidable, the amounts for 
1936, are, for the most part, less, and in many cases 
markedly less, than in 1935; (2) the total of the sums 


which are requested and recommended for 1936, is 
between approximately $3,200.00 and $3,400.00 less 


than the amount which was appropriated in 1985. - 


Here again credit is due to many Departments of the 
Town. While at this writing, the Committee does not 
know the amount of the tax which the Town must pay 
to the State, as well as the amount of the estimated 
income to the Town and therefore is not in a position 
' to make a positive statement, nevertheless it is very 
' possible that if-the Committee’s recommendations be 
followed, pertaining not dlone to Article 8, but to the 
other articles as well, the residents of Southborough 
will have some measure of relief, in the shape of low- 
er taxes in 1936.

Thé recommendation of a minority of the 
Committee is this: the by-law in question is intended 
to make the details of all assessments readily avail- 
able to the citizens of the Town. In the opinion of 
the minority, the citizens are entitled to this informa- 
tion and the by-law should be enforced.

EMERGENCY RELIEF ADMINISTRATION OF 
MASSACHUSETTS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Southborough, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


‘We herewith respectfully submit a report of the 
local Administration of the Federal Emergency Re- 
lief Administration. Southborough received from the 
Federal Government a total of $43,464.60 on relief 
projects, from the inception of.C.W.A. through E.R.A. 
to W.P.A., from December Ist, 1933, to December 
15th, 1985, 


We had 19 projects through C.W.A:, sponsored 
’ by the Town, in addition to 1 Federal, 3 State and 2 
County projects. 


We. have had 27 projects under E.R.A.-and during 
the past year our monthly grants amounted to $18,-
